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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to a current collector 
comprising: a plurality of first radiating conductors radiating from a focal point on the frame 
and terminating at the frame perimeter; a first group of at least two concentric conductors 
being concentric with the focal point, and intersecting a plurality of radiating conductors; a 
second group of at least two second concentric conductors being concentric with the focal 
point, and intersecting a plurality of radiating conductors; wherein from the focal point to an 
outer most one of the first concentric conductors is a distance "x'' and from the focal point to a 
nearest most one of the second concentric conductors is from Ix to about lOx, wherein there 
are no concentric conductors intermediate the outer most one of the first concentric 
conductors and the nearest most one of the second concentric conductors. 

The prior art, such as Wackwitz U.S. Patent 1,044,831, teaches a current collector 
comprising a plurality of first radiating conductors radiating from a focal point on the frame, 
wherein the first group of concentric conductors intersect the radiating conductors. The . 
reference is silent to a second group of concentric conductors, wherein there are no concentric 
conductors intermediate the outer most one of the first concentric conductors and the nearest 
most one of the second concentric conductors. Therefore, the subject invention is patentably 
distinct from Wackwitz.
